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BATTLE SEEMS TO BE ON. 


Roosevelt Champion Has Taken 
Up Gauntlet Thrown Down 
by Ballinger. „Backed 
by President. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—{Special.}— 
Gifford Pinchot's talk on conservation before 
the University club in New York today was 
a bomb in the administration camp. Presi- 
dent Taft's answer to it will be found in a 
message he will send to congress immediately 
after the holidays. When the president's 
views are in black and white it will be ap- 
parent whether or not there are any differ- 
ences between the Roosevelt policy, as out- 
lined by Pinchot, and the Taft policy, ae in- 
terpreted by Secretary Ballinger. 

The president has insisted that Ballinger in 
his annual report has gone beyond the acts 
and recommendations of Mr. Roosevelt and 
his subordinates. It will not be long now, 
therefore, before the coumtry will be able 
to draw the deadly parallel upon the con- 
servation question and distinguish clearly the 
line of cleavage, if any exists, between the 
present and the last administration. 


Pinchot Has Picked Up Gauntlet, 

Mr. Pinchot’s observations generally are 
accepted in administration circles as indic- 
ative of his intention to fight from now on 
where all the world may see. In a word, he 
has picked up the gauntlet which Secretary 
Ballinger, backed up by the president, threw 
down in a letter addressed to congress 
through the medium of Senator Jones of 
Washington, 

There were reports during the day that 
Mr. Pinchot's speech would lead to a request 
for his resignation, but this was denied in 
a responsible quarter. It was asserted that 
Mr. Pinchot's views in a general way were 
similar to those entertained by the president 
and his secretary of the interior. It was 
added that this would. be shown by the presi- 
dent in his forthcoming message. 

Mr. Pinchot's speech, according to the ad- 
ministration, merely has laid down principles 
which will be accepted by all right thinking 
Americans. The president and Secretary 
Ballinger purpose to enact those principles 
into law. For some days past Mr. Ballinger 
has been at work preparing drafts of bills 
covering modifications of the stone and tim- 
ber act, classification of public lands, with- 
drawal of water power sites, etc. 


Ballinger Outlines His Plans, 

Tn anticipation of new legisiation to pre- 
vent the acquisition of power sites on the 
public domain by persons or corporations 
whose object is to establish a monopoly, this 
administration, observing the policy of the 
last, has withdrawn temporarily from all 
forms of entry locations known to possess 
power possibilities. It is the assertion of 
the Pinchot adherents that Ballinger has re- 
stored a number of sites which at once have 
been taken up by corporations, 

Mr. Ballinger is of the opinion that if the 
federal government desires to exercise con- 
trol or supervision over the water power 
development on public domain, it can do so 
only by limitations imposed upon the dis- 
posal of power and reservoir sites upon public 
lands, the waters of streams being subject 
to state jurisdiction in their appropriation 
and beneficial use, The draft of the bil) he 
has prepared on this subject will author- 
ize the classification of all lands capable of 
being used for water power development and 
will direct their disposal through the in- 
terior department under conditions that will 
insure to the nation fit remuneration for a 
long term of years for any benefits granted 
private individuals or corporations. 


Tells of Attacks by Interests. 

In his speech, which has been productive 
of such immediate results in the adminis- 
tration camp, Mr. Pinchot declared that the 
menace to the American people from the 
encroachments of predatory wealth was on 
the increase, rather than on the decrease. 
He said that unless the selfishness of rich in- 
dividuals and corporations were checked the 
future would be a more unhappy time for the 
people than the past ever bad been. 

** Special interests have made repeated at- 
tacks on the United States forest service, 
and these attacks have increased in violence 
just in proportion as the service has offered 
effective opposition to predatory wealth,” he 
sald. 

“Since the forest service called public at- 
tention to the rapid absorption of the water 
power sites and the threatening growth of a 
gigantic water power monopoly, the attacks 
upon it have increased with marked rapid- 
ity. I anticipate that they will continue 
to do so. Still greater opposition is prom- 
ised in the near future. There is but one 
protection, an awakened public opinion. That 
is wiry I give you the facts. 

“ We must face the truth that monopoly of 
the sources of production makes it impossi- 
ble for vast numbers of men and women to 
earn a fair living. Right here the conserva- 
tion question touches the daily life of the 
great body of our people who pay the cost 
of special privilege. And the price is heavy. 


Price Paid in Human Lives. 


That price may be the chance to save the 
boys from the saloons and the corner gang, 
and the girls from worse, and to make good 
citizens of them instead of bad; for an ap- 
proportion of the tragedies of life 
spring directly from the lack of a Hittle 
money.

OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 27.—[{Special.}]—The 
Canadian governmentUg sitting tight. await- 
ing two announcements of the greatest im- 
port to its trade relations with the United 
States and the world. One is the long an- 
ticipated announcement that the Canadian- 
French trade treaty bas been ratified; the 
other is the announcement of the decision 
of President Taft as to the treatment to 
be given Canada under the Payne tariff law. 

No secret is made of the fact that cer- 
tain discriminations against the United 
States will become operative the moment 
the final ratiflcatlons of the French treaty 
are exchanged at Paris, a formality that is 
expected at any moment. Briefly stated, 
these discriminations are: 

The extending to twenty nations of special 
tariff rates which are denied to the’ United 


States 5 
The prohibition of 3 to or from 


these “ favored nations by way of the United 
States ports or ports of other countries not in- 
cluded in the “ favored nation list.” 


U. 8S. Shipping Interests to Suffer. 

The importance of this latter provision to 
United States shipping and transportation 
interests already has been pointed out. As 
the situation has existed for many years, 
certain nations have been entitled to fa- 
vored nation’ treatment at the hands of 
Canada, but they actually have been given 
few concessions, and few discriminations 
have been made against other countries not 


included in the list. 

The moment the French treaty goes into 
effect its provisions will apply to each of the 
other favored nations. The countries which 
thus will be given better tariff rates than 
the United States in entering the Canadian 
market, and which will be prohipited from 
shipping or receiving imports or exports by 
way of United States ports, are: 

France, Argentina, Austria-Hungary. Bo- 
livia. Colombia, Corea, Denmark, Algeria and 
the French colonies, Japan, Liberia, Morocco, 
Muscat, Persia, Russia, Sweden, Salvador, 
Spain, Venezuela, and Switzerland. 

New Routing for Millions in Goods. 

To show the effect upon American com- 
merce it is but necessary to point out that 
in the year ending March 31, 1909, accord- 
ing to the official statistics of the Canadian 
government, 51.898, 000 worth of merchandise 
passed through American ports bound to or 
from Argentina; that French transshipments 
through America amounted to $2,600,000; that 
Switzerland exported to Canada $704,874 
worth of merchandise by way of America; 
and that Canada exported to Russia by the 
same route more than $525,000,worth of mer- 


chandise. 
The language of the new French treaty 


is specific: 

„To enjoy the benefits of the aforemen- 
tioned tariff advantages, products originating 
in France (and the rule will apply to all fa- 
vored nation countries), shall be conveyed 
without transshipment from a port of those 


joying the preferential tariff or intermediate 
tarif@®; Into a sea or river port of Canada.“ 
Similar language affects the shipments 
from Canada to the other countries. 


Plans Private Ship Canal. 
The coming of Sir Robert Perks to Canada 


as the beginning of the movement for imme- 
diate private construction of the great Geor- 
gian bay canal, the proposed deep water 
channel for traffic from the great lakes out 
through the St. Lawrence to the sea. 
Dispatches from London state that Sir 
Robert will leave in a few days for Ottawa, 
prepared to devote his entire time to the task 
of obtaining governmental consent to the 
proposal he has made for the construction of 
the canal by private capital. He will come 
fortified with pledges of immense sums on 
deposit in London, ready for the immediate 
financing of the canal scheme, provided the 
dominicn government will guarantee the 
bonds. 

Sir Robert Perks’ firm constructed the 
Manchester ship canalin England. He esti- 
mates that the Georgian bay canal will cost 
between $100,000,000 and $150,000,000 and will 
occupy 20,000 men ten years in the building. 


Laurier to Be Honored by Royalty. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier, premier of Canada. 
will be invited to join the prince and princess 
of Wales on their journey to South Africa 
early in the coming year, according to pri- 
vate information received in Ottawa. The 
date of the royal visit has not yet been fixed 
and no formal invitation has come as yet to 
the leader of the Canadian government, but 
is understood he likely will not accept the 
invitation. ; 

The members of the royal family wiili be 
present at the opening of the first parliament 
of United South Africa. While the Cana- 
dian premier would like to join the tour and 
participate in the African ceremonies it 18 
understood that he considers Canadian at- 
fairs too important at the present time to 
permit of his leaving the country for a jour- 
ney of such length.

New York, Dec. 27.—[{Special.}—Ten ves- 
sels are known to have been wrecked in the 
storm which ewept the New England coast 
on Saturday night and Sunday. Twelve men 
died in one wreck. Cape Cod still is out of 
communication with the world and it is 
feared the list of wrecks will be increased 
: when news is received from that perlious 
coast line. 

New York City was a heavy sufferer from 
the storm. Bighteen persons perished in 
the greater city during the blizzard or from 
accidents caused by it. Six of this number 

died from exposure after being caught in 
snowdrifts which they were unable to pene- 
trate. Others were drowned. 

The center of the sea disasters was along 
the Massachusetts coast. Wreckage borne 
into Boston harbor today is believed to be 
the mute evidence of the loss of the schoon- 
er Davis Palmer, Newport News for Boston, 
somewhere near the entrance to the harbor. 
Its crew of twelve men are missing. 


Schooner Ashore at Scituate. 

The three masted schooner Nantasket was 
huried ashore at Scituate and probably will 
be a total wreck. Valunteer life savers 
with the breeches buoy rescued the crew of 
ten men. 

The schooner Belle Halliday is ashore at 
Brant point, Nantucket, exposed to the sea. 
The fate of its crew is unknown, but it is be- 
lieved they have been rescued, The schooner 
was from Philadelphia. 

On the rocky shores of Martha’s Vine- 
yard two water logged schooners are being 
swept by every sea. They are the A. K. Mo- 
Lean. a British vessel bound from Perth 
Amboy to Halifax, and the Stonington (Me.) 
schooner Maud Seward, Port Reading for 
Provincetown. The crews of both have been 
taken off. 

At Provincetown the sloop Bonito is 
aground, and tn the flats of Plymouth har- 
bor are four small schooners similarly dis- 


tressed. 


Many Towns Are Isolated. 

The work of filling the gape in telegraph 
and telephone wire systems and in railroad 
and trolley lines which had been opened by 
the blizzard is proceeding. The telegraph 
companies report a capacity of about 25 per 
cent of the normal, wle the telephone com- 
panies’ resources have been restored to the 
extent of about 75 per cent. 

Railroad and trolley line schedules were 
largely filled today, although delays of from 
one-haf to three hours were noted on rail- 
road trains. 

Southeastern Massachusetts, Cape Cod's 
sandy peninsula particularly, and ..hode 
Island are still in the most demoralized con- 
dition, as far as wire and transportation 
serlvee go. Many places in southeastern 
Massachusetts have not seen a railroad train 
for two days. 

New Bedford and Fall River have been cut 
off from telegraph communication with the 
outside world since Sunday morning.

Despite a slight loosening of the freight 
congestion in the railway terminals in and 
about Chicago, coal took an upwerd tilt of 
25 to 40 cents a ton yesterday according to 
the schedules of some dealers. The majority. 
however, decided to stand pat until the fuel 
situation became really critical. 

The railroads first blamed the weather for 
the tleup of freight, and then the Belt line. 
The latter denied the railroads’ charges and 
blamed the dealers who failed to haul the 
coal when they got k. But all agreed that 
conditions were rapidly improving and that 
a few days more of tolerably fair weather 
would dislodge the jam in the freight yards. 

The Illinois Central and Chicago and Dast- 
ern Ihinols were the two roads moet affected. 
The other big coal carriers—Wabash and 
Alton—reported no particular trouble, the 
former finding but twenty-five cars of coal 
in its Landers yards, and the latter about 
seventy-five at Brighton Park. 


1,605 Cars of Coal in I. C. Yards. 

In the IIknols Central yards at Wildwood 
were 1,605 cars of coal, 351 of which had not 
been spoken for. At the C. and E. I. yards 
at Dolton 1,165 cars were found about 6p. m. 
Despite the big task, the I. C. is slowly dis- 
entangling the jam and is sending about 200 
cars daily to Chicago. 

F. A. Spink, traffic manager of the Belt 
line, said the storm of Dec. 7 had started 
the trouble, and that the Christmas blizzard 
had put things back into almost as bad a 
state when things were clearing rapidly. 

The I. C. supply was pointed to by H. Bat- 
tisford, superintendent of the Chicago divi- 
sion, as evidence that the trouble lay in Chi- 
cago itself, because an ample supply of coal 
was within two hours’ haul. 

“The mines are producing a full quantity 
of coal,” said Mr. Battisford, ang my re- 
ports show that they have pienty of empty 
cars. If the weather doesn’t get much worse 
we will be able to maintain a normal supply 
at all times in our holding yards. The diff 
culty is that we cannot distribute it when the 
Belt is clogged up with all kinds of freight. 
I understand there are between 8,000 and 
4000 freight cars of mixed merchandise on 
the Belt now. 


Trouble Deeper than the Railroads. 

The trouble Hes deeper than the railroads, 
and in my opinian it lies deeper than the Belt. 
There is no use bringing freight to a city 
in a car if it can’t be hauled away from the 
car promptly.” 

Assistant General Freight Agent E. J. 
Knickerbocker, of the Eastern Ilinois, said: 

We are having no trouble now in making 
deliveries. We havea supply that has been 
tied up for a day or two, owing to the in- 
ability of other roads to take it off our hands, 
but they seem now to have opened up their 
yards so they can handle it. 

The rise in coal prices was led by the 
Bickett Coal and Coke company as fore- 
cast. Regarding the situation Byran G. 
Tighe, vice-president, said: “ Our prices on 
most of the grades of coal are the same. We 
have found that, as a rule, the man who has 
a few cars of coal to sell wants a high price 
for them. All of the larger dealers have 
maintained the same prices. | 

We have about 10,000 tons of coal on 
hand and expect to receive more tomofrow. 
The only shottage is due to the inability of 
the railroads to deliver that in transit.” 


Peabody Says “No Raise.“ 

F. S. Peabody of the City Fuel company 
said: ‘ We have not increased the price of 
coal. We have between 150,000 and 100 000 
tons on hand and have been able to supply 
all our customers. If the railroads could 
deliver all the coal now in the yards there 
would be more than enough available to 
supply the city.” 

A general improvement in transportation 
conditions was reported on all the lines com- 
ing into Chicago. Both the city and the cifti- 
zens’ bureau had large forces of men at 
work cleaning the streets, but the brigades 
were not half the strength desired. 

According to Patrick McCarthy, assistant 
superintendent of street cleaning, there were 
more than 500 men shoveling the snow from 
the loop district streets and 400 teams were 
utilized.

Suit to collect a $1,000 penalty against Dr. 
John G. Craig, 5858 South Halsted street, 
was filed by the city in the Municipa) court 
yesterday afternoon. The suit againat Dr. 
Craig was negligent in alolwing a smallpox 
patient to wander through the streets. 

Dr. Craig last Thursday sent George 
Mitchell, 5746 Throop street, to the office 


of Dr. Heman Spalding, 100 State street. 


Mitchell, who has been sent to the isolation 
hospital, mingled with the many Christmas 
shoppers and others. 

“There are two charges against Dr. Craig,” 
said Attorney White. The first is that he 
negiecifully and heedlessly exposed hun- 
dreds of persons to smallpox’ from which 
Mitchell was suffering. The other is that he 
investigated and diagnosed in a professional 
capacity an Infectious digease and failed to 
report it to the health department. 

“A physician is punishable by a fine of $200 
for each day he neglects to make the re- 
quired report under circumstances as here 
found Dr. Craig knew about the Mitchell 
case on Dec. 22. That is five days ago, 
making the aggregate penalty $1,000." n

This decision is rendered in the case of 
the Star Grain and Lumber company against 
the Santa Fé and other western roads with 
which it connects, in which the complainant 
sought to have the roads compelled to re- 
store their practice of paying an allowance 
of 2 to 6 cents a hundred pounds for the haul 
over its tap line.” 


General Ruling Foreshadowed. 


The commission for several months has 
been Investigating tap line allowances, and 
while it is not yet ready to announce a gen- 
eral ruling, it takes advantage of the oppor- 
tunity presented in this case to state some 
definite conclusions which foreshadow its 
attitude in other similar cases as they may 
be brought to its attention. 

If the ruling is followed out it will pre- 
vent, it is said, the payment of allowances 
to such lines as the Iilinois' Northern, in Chi- 
cago, controlled by the Internationa! Har- 
vester company; the Manufacturers’ Junc- 
tion railway, which serves the Western 
Electric Hawthorne plant, and the Mer- 
chants’ Lighterage company, controlled by 
Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. 

“The underlying principle of the law,” 
says the commission in its decision, is to 
forbid preferences, discriminations, and de- 
partures from the published rates; and any 
allowance or division made to or with a tap 
line, whether incorporated in form as acom- 
mon carrier or not, that is owned or con- 
trolled, directly or indirectly, by a lumber 
mill, or by its officers or proprietors, and 
beyond the logs that it hauls to the mill has 
no traffic except such as it may pick up as 
an incident to its effort to serve the mill 
as an adjunct or plant facility, is a prefer- 
ence and discrimination, and an unlawful 
departure from the published rate. 


Commission Must Examine Closely. 


“As an administrative body the commis- 
sion cannot stop at the surface of a transpor- 
tation problem because its form and outward 
appearance are regular, but must reach the 
actual situation and examine its real sub- 
stance and thus be able to enforce the pro- 
hibitions as well as the requirements of the 
act.”

Negotiate in Secret. 

There had been rumors afloat for some 
weeks that something was doing, but the se- 
eret of the negotiations with the Morgan 
interests was 80 closely guarded that even 
gome of the men who are most vitally in- 
terested in the deal were not apprised that 
anything tangible or definite was to be ex- 
pected for some time at least. Some of 
these men had pledged themselves to de- 
liver their stock in some of the outlying roads 
that are to enter the consolidation, but had 
po expectation that they would be called 
on to deliver for many months at least. The 
three outlying companies affected by the 
deal are the Calumet and South Chicago 


| Street railway, the Southern Street railway, 
and the Hammond, Whiting and Bast Chi- 


cago Electric railway. 
‘Even the promoters of the new enterprise 
in street railway operation have not settled 
upon the details and the announcement of 
the amount of capital stock that the new 
- company—or trusteeship—will issue, and the 
character of the certificates, or the manner 
of distribution, will not be made for several 
days. One thing is practically settled, that 
the Chicago City and Connecting Railways 
will not be incorporated, but will be a trus- 
teeship. 


No Bonds to Be Issued. 


According to Ira M. Cobe, the engineer 
of the deal, it is to be a share proposition. 
and no bonds will be issued by the trustees. 

“We cannot tell how much our capital 
will be, but it will fairly represent our 
equities in the properties and their earning 
power.“ he said. ‘The trustees will not 
Jssue bonds, and the outstanding bonds of 
the various companies entering into the con- 
solidation will not be disturbed. We Shall 
probably not make any effort to get the 5 
per cent of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany stock that is outstanding, but will take 
over and hold the 96 per cent that has for 
three years been in the hands of the Morgan 
syndicate.” 

The price paid for the Chicago City railway 
stock, or for the shares of the other com- 
panies, is not to be revealed by any of the 
Chicago interests, it ie said, and if any an- 
nouncement comes it must be from the Mor- 
gan people. 

There was a pretty well defined rumor in 
circulation during the day, however, that 
the Morgan syndicate had not come out with 
a whole skin, and that the price paid for 
their stock—as reported Sunday—was nearer 
to the present market quotation of 101 than 
200, which was the price at which the syn- 
dicate stock was turned in. 


Another Merger Next Step. 

No direct proposition has been made by the 
new group of capitalists to the trustees of 
the Chicago Railways company looking 
toward a consolidation of the north and west 
side lines with the south side lines, but that 
is the next step in the program and will 
be taken as soon as the new company is 
ready to operate. . 

It is said on all sides that there is the 
best possible prospect for an agreement 
being reached. The Chicago City railway— 
or rather the new consolidated company—will 
be in much better position to make terme 
favorable to itself by having purchased the 
extreme southern lines. 

The Calumet and South Chicago and the 
Hammond, Whiting and Bast Chicago roads, 
with great capacity for development as to 
their earning powers, make a fair offset 
for the lines of the Consolidated Railway 
company—or what will shortly be known as 
the United Railways company. which will 
be affiliated with the Chicago Rallways com- 
pany, and make the latter company's prop- 
erty more valuable on account.of the large 
number of passengers they feed it. 


Recalls the Blair Plan. 

Attention was called during the day to the 
similarity between the plan for consolida- 
tion which has been adopted by Mr. Cobe 
and his associates to that presented by Henry 
A. Blair, chairman of the Chicago Railways 
company, and his committee a year ago. 
Besides Mr. Blair, the other members of the 
committee were: Chauncey Keep, Mr.“ 
Mitchell, John A. Spoor, Wallace Heckman, 
and Samuel Insull. Three of these, Mesars. 
Mitchell, Spoor, and Insull are in the syndi- 
cate which will aseume control of the south 
side lines. 

Broadly speaking, it is believed the general 
consolidation of all the surface lines will 
be accomplished simply by a broadening out 
of the Chicago City and Connecting Rail- 
Ways on approximately the following basis: 
The lines to be included will be the ones just 
Mentioned, the Chicago Railways company 
and the United Railways company, which 
latter company as the successor of the Con- 
Solidated Traction company will geek a fran- 
chise from the eity council within a few 
Weeks upon practically the same terms as 
those granted to the two larger companies 
two years ago. 

The holding company will purchase at the 
best price obtainable the capital stock, or 
in the case of the Chicago Rallways com- 
pany the stock and participation certificates, 
it is said, and will issue in place of them

‘Predicts Final Settlement. 

„ feel sure the consolidation of the north 
and west side lines with our new company 
will come in short order, and that all diffi- 
culties for through routes and straigutening 
out the tangles over downtown terminals 
will then be settled. Another thing that has 
scarcely been touched on, but which is a met- 
ter of great moment, and to which we shall 
turn our attention as soon as possible, will 
be the passenger subway problem. 

“It will be much more easily solved if all 
the roads are consolidated, for then there 
will be no fighting over rights of way and 
facilities fh the tunnels. Of course it is too 
early to say much about it, but I would not 
be surprised if the subways will be an ac- 
complished fact sooner on account of this 
merger. 

“It may be that we shall be able to assist 
the city in financing the proposition, or ar- 
range some way whereby the money can be 
advanced and the city pay it back out of 
the 55 per cent which it receives.” 


All Favor General Unification. 

„I went into this consolidation on the un- 
derstanding that it is the first step for a 
general consolidation of all the traction lines 
in the city, both elevated and surface, and I 
peeve the other members of the syndicate 
have the same idea, said Mr. Mitchell, 
“This consolidation greatly simplifies mat- 
ters, and I shall be greatly disappointed if a 
complete unification is not accomplished be- 
fore the end of 1910. There is to be no infla- 
tion of securities: this is not a second Union 
Traction’ consolidation; and we are going 
into this thing without selfish motives.” - 

Chairman Blair of the board of directors of 
the Chicago Railways company said that he 
was in favor of unification and consolidation 
20 long as the interests of his company were 
fully protected. 

“The Chicago Railways company is much 
in favor of a unification plant. I believe that 
only by unification can the traction com- 
panies serve the best interests of Chicago and 


themselves.” 

Hammond Becomes Gateway. 
With the consolidation and the establish- 
ing of a through route from the loop district 
to Hammond, that city becomes the gateway 
through which will pass to and from Chi- 
cago an immense volume of passenger 
traffic. The net work of interburban lines 
which covers northern Indiane, southern 
Michigan, and portions of Ohio, in a manner, 
will become tributary lines. 
An idea of the extent of this interurban 
traffic which lies southeast Within a radius 
of not much greater than Waukegan on the 
north and Joliet to the southwest, is con- 
tained in the fact that the interurban lines of 
that portion of Indians lying north of In- 
diana polis carried in the year 1908 more than 
100,000,000 passengers. 

The Chicago and Southern traction com- 
pany, which operates an interurban line from 
Halsted and Seveénty-ninth street south 
through Blue Island, Harvey, 
Heights, and Crete to Kankakee annually 
turns over to the Halsted street and Went- 
worth avenue connections at Seventy-ninth 
street more than 1,000,000 passengers.

Helen Schat Begs Mother to Save

POLICE TRACE HER MESSAGE 


Find Supposed Prisoner Was in Drug 
Store at the Time. 


The tearful pleading over a telephone of 
a 14 year old girl to rescue her from white 
slavery caused extraordinary efforts to be 
made by the police of four stations last night 
to find her. 

Three telephone messages were received 
by the girls mother, Mrs. Catherine Schat, 
1759 North Hermitage avenue, between 9:15 
and 10:30 o'clock in the evening.

The burden of each meseage from the girl 
was that she was being held captive by two 
men, and unless she was rescued before 
midnight her mother would never see her 
again. 


Traces Message to Drug Store. 

Lieut. John Sullivan of detective head- 
quarters traced the lost message to Smale’s 
drug store, Homan avenue and Madison 
street. The druggist sald he noticed a young 
girl enter the store about 10:30 and telephone 
from a booth. Through the Kedzie exchange 
a connection was made from the drug store 
to the delicatessen store of Mrs. Alex Domke, 
who lives in the same building with Mrs 
Schat. 

When the police received this information. 
proving that it was the girl who telephoned 
from the drug store, the search for her in 
the “red light district was called off. 
Lieut. Sullivan’e sententious comment was: 
„She's a corker.“ 

Helen, who is large for her age, has been 
employed as a domestic by a family in River- 
side. Her failure to visit her parents on 
Sunday, as was her custom, caused her 
mother to go to Riverside two weeks ago.

W. D. Cousin, secretary of the real estate 
board, was asked last Friday to assist in the 
inquiry, and he has sent out a letter to each 
of the 185 members of the board in which he 
sey the Chicago real estate board was ac- 
tive in the work leading to the appointment 


possible to aid it in its investigation. If you 
can assist in this matter, do so, and also re- 
port to the board so that a record may be 


kept.” 
Price Said to Be Excessive. 


According to the reports of the investi- 
gating committee a price is occasionally de- 
manded for the city’s quitclaim deed which 
is double the amount of the special assese- 
ments and the accruing penalties. The class 
ot property handled by the city agent is 
property against which special taxes tre 
assessed for municipal improvements whicn 
the owner fails to pay. If the assessments 
are not paid the property is sold. 

The pieces which are not purchased by 
outsiders are bid in by the city agent, and 
if not redeemed by the owner the city ov- 
tains tax deeds for them. After the city 
‘has acquired such property through sale it 
is allowed 25 per cent interest each six 
months on the amount of the special taxes 
due at the time of sale. 

Under the law the owner may redeem his 
property from the city at any time by paying 
the total assessments and accruing penalty. 
The charge against the city agent is that he 
requires a further payment for the quit- 
claim deed. 

Deputy City Controller Louls E. Gosselin 
said the city acquires about 2,000 tax deeds 
annually through the delinquency of special 
assessments. He said that the yearly re- 
turns from property holders who finally re- 
deemed their holdings is from $12,000 to 
$15,000. 


Weeks Concern Holds Contract. 

Harvey T. Weeks Jr. obtained his con- 
tract about four years ago under the Dunne 
administration. Under it he is allowed 89 
for getting each tax deed for the city. An 
annual salary of $750 is allowed for attending 
specia] assessment property sales and look- 
ing after the city’s interests. In addition 
there is a commission of 5 per cent on the 
face of the special assessment tax for all 
cases settled for the city where there has 
been à resale of the property after the city 
has previously purchased it. 

Many persons believe we have a fat thing 
in this city contract,’’ Mr. Weekssaid. “This 
is as uptrue as the statement that we get 
any bonus from property owners when they 
redeem their property which the city has ac- 
quired by tax deeds. All told we get about 
$2,700 a year out of the city business. 

“The only charges we make to persons in 
redeeming property outside of what goes to 
the city is for work done for them, as in 
clearing up titles, looking up abstracts, and 
like services, for which we charge the same 
as we would for any one. 


Say Profit Is Small. . 


„It is true we get $9 for each tax deed we 
get for the city, but we pay out of that 
amount all the fees and expenses for getting 
it through, which leaves little. Our company 
was appointed city agent to help collect de- 
linquem taxes for the city in February, 1906. 
We have been in the business thirty-five 
years, and we have a complete history of al- 
most all the imcumbered properties of the 
city. In the cases of tax incumbered lots the 
city almost always has a tax claim, and it is 
our business for the city to get the owner to 
settle the taxes and assist him in clearing up 
all of the different interests. Toget this done 
in some cases we have got loans for the prop- 
erty owners. 

“It must be remembered that when special 
assessments are levied they are increased 
slightly to take care of the delinquent tax 
deficit which is sure to occur. That means 
the men who do pay their assessments pay 
a little besides to make up for the fellow who 
doesn’t pay. Now this collection of delin- 
quent taxes which we make goes directly 
back in rebates to the men who at first paid 
their special assessments. 


Welcomes an Investigation. 


“In the last four years we have collected 
$41,500 from these incumbered properties 
without cost to the city, except in the cage of 
resales, where a deduction of 8 per cent is 
made. 

“We welcome this investigation, for we 
know that everything is perfectly straight as 
far as the city’s business is concerned.“

Treeless Except Around Villages. 

In many ways this is the most interesting 
village I have seen im Hungary; not because 
it is so remote from the capital, but from 

the fact that here may be seen Magyar life 
Pretty much as it existed from 500 to 700 
years ago. This is a pure Szekler village, 
and these people, as I told you the other day, 
represent the pures: stratum of Magyar cul- 
‘ture. It is as if one had before him a rural 
community much like those described by 
Tacitus. And the beauty of the valley here. 
and the simple, clean life of these people is 
something remarkable. 

The ride up through the county from Csik- 
Széreda was extremely beautiful. I stopped 
for an hour at the little village of Madefalva, 
interesting as the scene of the great monu- 


| ment, twenty feet high, recording an in- 


| gtructive incident in Hungarian history, 
when, in 1764, under the reign of Marie The- 
> -vesa, the soldiers of Austria killed 200 Szek- 


ders for refusing to assist in the Austrian 
a Cause. 


The monument is surmounted by the Mas- 
yar eagla and bears an inscription recording 
its erection in memory of the men who here 
shed their blood for the liberty of their an- 
cestors.”’ Near the monument are two ex 
votos, large wood crosses, covered with roofs, 
ene bearing the date of 1744, the other 1769, 
Many of the Szeklers of this village have 
adopted the Roumanian costume, but have 
embellished it with Magyar ornamentation. 


Magyar Life of 700 Years Ago. 

Beyond Madefalva is a fiat plain, shut in 
by rounded hills, all under cultivation; little 
strips of wheat follow others of potatoes and 
corn. Northward the valley contracts and 
in the distance may be seen high mountains, 
one of them snow capped. The valley is 
treeless except around the villages which lie 


at the foothills. The houses are all of logs, 


plastered and whitewashed. We gradually 
ascend, by windings and twists, a watershed. 
Interest in farm life gives way to that 
dot scenery, which here is as beautiful as 
any I have seen in Hungary; but, even up at 
tut elevation, nearly every foot of the land 
" #-cultivated; above are the forests. Here 
mud ‘there are flocks of sheep in charge of 
bers or girls. The yillages and the country 
ftself remind me much of the interior of 
Tun. especially that of the country of 
| the Igorrotes. 885 
SBeyond a long tunnel we descend into a 
thickly populated Valley with tiny farms of 
‘from two to ten acres, and in a few moments 
are at Gyimesfelséliok. It is the most dis- 
tinetive village trat £ have found. The 
houses are all of wood. The village itself 
looks not unlike a Haida village. Of the 
1900 inhabitants about 1,700 are farmers, 
but less than 120 are land owners; the rich- 
est man in the village owns fourteen acres 
An interesting insight into the character of 
the. life here may be gained from the fact 
that there are but thirteen domestic servants 
in the village and these are all girls. 


Houses on Single Street. 


A The houses are irregularly strung along a 
Single street, which is in perfect condition, 


metaled and well drained, and lined with

7 young trees carefully protected. In between 


the houses are little garden plots of varying 
dies. Near the rajlroad station is a larg: 
| tupiber yard of rough timber. On the street 
are little one horse farm wagons, proceed- 
hg at the usual slow pace, and spare Szekler 
men with tight fitting white woolen trousers. 
over the top of which, hangs a skirt, Rou- 


The house is of two rooms and on the side 
toward the yard is a recess or open vestibule 
which serves the function of a veranda. From 
this one enters, by a door at either side, the 
two rooms. The room toward the street, 
called the little house,“ has a rough, worn, 
pine floor, a rough bench, hand made, a 
rough table and an even more primitive bed 
with straw pallet and a native blanket not 
unlike that made by the Navajo. At one 
side of the room is a great adobe oven for 
baking bread, with an open fireplace in front, 
with cranes and chains for kettles. 

One passes to the second room or dig 
house,“ as it is called, not directly, but across 
the veranda. The floor is of heavy, rough 
hewn planks and around three sides of the 
room is a combination bench chest like those 
I saw the other day in Hozssufalu. in addl- 
tion there are three large, beautifully painted 
chests, packed full of costumes of hand made 
linens, woolens, and sheep skins. On one side 
of the wall is a plate rack of fine old plates, 
heirlooms in the family end many genera- 
tions old. 

From four lines across, the ceiling hang in- 
teresting garments, including some really 
beautiful sheep skin coats, elaborately orna- 
mented. A little rack in the ceiling in one 
place furnishes support for axes not unlike 
tqmahawss and carved staffs. 


Three Acres and Eight Cows. 


The big log barn has a single roof and is 
well filled with fine soft hay from the moun- 
tains. In one corner of the barn is a pig 
pen. The old man owns eight cows and three 
acres of land. . 

On up the street, I met a lot of children 
coming from school, many of them with big 
boots, clumsy looking skin vests. with colored 
kerchiefs tied over their heads. As seen from 
behind, they looked not uhlike Eskimo child- 
dren. In fact, the Lapr type of face is seen 
im greater purity im this country than any- 
where else in Hungary. 

On down the street I came to a house set 
far back in a fine turf fie'd. At the en- 
trance to the plot, on each side of me great 
gateway, there had been erected on May 
day two young birch trees. These had been 
put up during the night by some young 
man who thus gave notice to the world of 
Gyimesfelsölok that within lives a maiden 
who is to be regarded henceforth as spoken 
for and the other young men of the village 
are to keep away. In other words, the pre- 
Uminary on trial state of marriage has been 
entered. 

Back in the field in front of the barn 1 
found about twenty men and women, boys 
5 siris, threshing wheat with a gasoline 
engine. a 


All Implements Home Made. 


The house here, like the first one I visited, 
proved to be a veritable museum. I could 
discover nothing which was not of native 
manufacture. In its general arrangement it 
was like the one described, but better and 
larger and more completely furnished. There 
were no chairs, but plenty of painted benches 
and curious carved stools. On the walls 
and on the bed were native made blankets, 
many saddle bags of the Asiatic type, curious 
looms both for flax and for wool, and about 
the walls were the most beautiful pitchers, 
mugs, and plates which I have yet seen. 
Also of interest were a lot of wooden utensils, 
some of them carved, used in the manufac- 
ture of cheese. Both house and barn were 
covered with long, narrow wooden shingles. 

I visited other houses in the village, but 
they are all ofthe same general type. Every- 
where one finds cleanliness and order. As 
to the people themselves, they are as clean 
and healthy looking a lot of men and women 
as I have seen in Hungary, and that is say- 
ing a good deal. In fact, the absence of the 
meimed, the halt, and the blind in Hungary 
is surprisingly great. Often one sees men 
and women apparently stunted in growth 
from heavy labor in early life, but nowhere 
does one find an aggregation of diseased, 
ragged, begging individuals such as one finds 


and Groce, as an act which any one in his 
position would have committed.

Greeted at the Dock. 

The Guerrero with Zelaya and his party on 
board arrived outside the harbor last night, 
where the boat lay until this morning. Then 
it steamed to the dock and Zelaya appeared 
on deck to wave a greeting to a crowd of 
townspeople which had gathered. He was 
accompanied on his trip hither by Luis A. 
Cousin, his former secretary of war; Robert 
C. Bowe, his secretary, and several friends. 

To a newspaper man whom he received on 
board the gunboat Zelaya talked of the kiil- 
ing of the Americans. 

“Cannon and Groce,” Zelaya declared. 
“were engaged by the Conservative party 
and were brought from Guatemala by that 
party, which was working hand in hand with 
Cabrera. As they never had any ground for 
accusing me of any infringement of the 
treaty adopted by the Central American re- 
publics they attempted to create a cause and 
began trying to instigate a mutiny and an 
armed rebellion in order to force the United 
States government to intervene. 

As regards Cannon and Groce, no one else 
in my. position would have acted other than 
as I did. Neither af these men had any 
property in Nicaragua. Americans and other 
foreigners holding property in Nicaragua en- 
joyed protection at my hands, the same as 
native born citizens and they had the ad- 
vantage of not having to pay direct taxes. 


Calls Knox’s Action Harsh. 


“I think that Mr. Knox took harsh action 
against me. I believe his object was that 
1 resign. That is what I have done. I am 
only a private citizen now and such I shall 
remain. It is my intention not to enter poli- 
tics again. The report that I had taken com- 
mand of the government forces was abso- 
lutely false. I have not and never intended 
to do 80.“ 

Zelaya attributed much of his woe to the 
American vice-consul at Managua. Of this 
he said: 

“ The United States government was gross- 
ly misinformed through this man about con- 
ditions in my country. The vice-consul is 
a member of the conservative party and an 
ardent defender of that party’s views. With 
the object of overthrowing my government 
he made false reports to Washington, which 
I firmly believe had much to do with the 
note of Secretary Knox. 

“T have no doubt that those reports lea 
him to adopt the attitude he did toward me. 
That attitude, I believe, cannot but be dis- 
approved of by all fair minded people.“ 


Admiral Kimball at Managua. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Dec. 27.—Rear 
Admiral William Wirt Kimball, in command 
of the American warships at Corinto, arrived 
at Managua today on a Special train. He was 
accompanied by George T. Weitzel, secretary 
of the American legation at Panama, and 
two naval aids. The American officers were 
in uniform, and the object of Admiral Kim- 
ball’s visit was to pay an unofficial call on 
President Madria. 

President Madriz, as a private citizen,” 
this evening received the rear admiral!

The United States government 
never has taken any steps whatev®r for the 
apprehension of Zelaye or to prevent his leav- 
ing the country. It preferred to proceed 
with deliberation, knowing that should his 
presence in Nicaragua be required at any 
time to answer for his misdeeds his person 
could be secured with little or no difficulty. 

A telegram from the revolutionary party 
of Nicaragua was received today by the 
American Red Cross society thanking the 
society for its work in relieving the distress 
of the soldiers of the government army cap- 
tured near Rema and now quartered in Blue- 
fields. —~ 

American Boy Beaten. 

A telegram received at the state depart- 
ment says the son of an American citizen 
living in Granada recently was beaten and 
arrested there, presumably under orders of 
the new officials installed by Madria, Ze- 
laya’s successor. 

These officials came from Leon, and there 
ie reason to believe they acted under the 
authority of the Madriz government. The 
boy was not registered as an American at 
the United States consulate, but this fact 
will not prevent the consulate officials from 
taking cognizance of the matter.

“Tf a man wants to be a candidate for

“The mayor orders this district maintained 
and he gets his orders from politicians inter- 
ested in the red light’ district. Business 
men suffer the district. because it is a show 
place for country. customers. It can be 
stamped out entirely, with but an order— 
from the mayor of Chicago. 

‘ “These places have a license from the 
city, but is it needed when hundreds of places 
have only a government license? However, 
the city license makes good at the city hall 
and that is all that is necessary, probably,“ 

„Segregation is a woeful deception,” the 
resolution declares. “ It is claimed that such 
districts protect the resident portions of the 
city. Even col statistics disprove this as- 
gertion. Take, kor example, the Twenty- 
second street red light district. The police 
gay there are about 1,100 immoral women 
there, but there are over 1,200 outside as far 
as Thirty-first street. 


Called a Promoter of Crime. 

“It is proved by recent investigations that 
all portions of the city, even the remoter 
guburbs, are becoming infected. Woodlawn 
10 a notable example of this. Segregation is 
the most deplorable promoter of crime. This 
policy gives. over a portion of the city’s do- 
main to the most loathsome criminals of the 
world, whose trade is to debauch the innocent 
and to prey upon the debauched. 

“ Segregation is a temptation to the city 
officials to exploit vice for private gain. It 
has come to pass in our great cities that the 
political balance of power is in the hands of 
the corrupt politicians who represent the 
segregated districts, or at least the evil 
forces of the city.” 

Before the resolutions were passed there 
was some objection to the strong terms used, 
but the objectors at length acquiedted. 

Part of the conclusions of the resolution 
follow: 


Want Evil Forts Abolished. 

Part of the cor ion of the resolutions 
follows: 3 

Resolved, That we seriously urge upon 
our city government the immediate abolition 
of the red light districts, that the policy of 
segregation of vice be brought to an end. 

We emphatically demand that the proper 
officers of the law immediately inetitute legal 
proceedings against the keepers of immoral 
resorts and the owners of property used for 
such purposes. 

** We heartily contmend the public press of 
Chicago for its endeavor to lessen crime and 
to clear our city of the criminal elements, but 
we respectfully call the attention of the edi- 
tors of our daily press to this obvious fact, 
that the continued existence of the policy of 
segregation of vice makes any thorough 
cleansing of the city impogsible. Therefore 
we urge upon the press continued warfare 
against the red light districts by the public 
exposure of the debasing conditions in these 
vice districts till an end is made of this in- 
famous policy of segregation. 

“It is an unspeakable shame that such 
houses are allowed to so adorn themselves 
with lights, gay colors, leaded glass canopies 
and other insignia and boldly declare their 
character to every passerby. To this end we 
Suggest that extreme legal measures be em- 
ployed to abolish all such public houses.“

Twenty-five “ unnecessary teatures havs 
been eliminated from the arithmetic require- 
ments in the county elementary schools, 
without injury to the pupils, according to 
the report of Dr. A. F. Nightingale, superin- 
tendent. These include cube root, longitude 
and time, complex fractions, and common 
fractions except those of low denominations. 


Arrange New Open Air Classes 

The experiment of conducting public school 
classes in the open air has proven so suc- 
cessful that it will be extended to include 
at least two more rooms in the Graham 
school, 

This decision was reached yesterday at a 
meeting of the school management commit- 
tee of the schoo! board, when it was decided 
to construct a place for the pupils of two 
rooms, who now are being housed in the 
Lake high school bullding. 

The plan was urged by Dr. Alexander L. 
Blackwood, who told the committee that six 
weeks in the open air already bad worked 
wonders for the health of the children in 
the two classes which have been held in the 
open. 

“The open classes are not for tubercular 
classes, Dr. Blackwood said, “but for 
those who suffer with catarrh and like dis- 
orders and who breathe through the mouth 
instead of the nose. Six weeks in the open 
have taught many to breathe correctly and 
have had a better result on their physical 
condition than months in a sanitariim might 
effect.” 

The open air classrooms will be constructed 
on the roof of a one story building at the Gra- 
bam school now used as a boys’ playground. 


Library ‘Committee Routed, 


The Hbrary committee was put to rout.and 
an early adjournment forced as a result of 
an address by Dr. George 8. Vinton, who 
charged. the committeemen with failure to 
devote the proper attention to the needs of 
the school. 

For nearly twenty years Dr. Vinton has Im- 
portuned the board to employ him as an in- 
structor in elocution and special director for 
stammering and stuttering pupils. Several 
investigations have been made, and each 
time the school board decided against the 
system. 

„I've tried for twenty years to show this 
board something about instructing stam- 
merers, and you don't know it vet,“ he de- 
clared. ‘“ You won't take time to hear my 
plan, and dismiss me without a hearing. 
Now I’m going to take it to the people. I'm 
going to hire a hall and tell how I’ve been 
treated by this board.“ 

An effort was made to explain to Dr. Vinton 
that a plan for instructing those afflicted 
with impediments in speech had been 


| evolved, but he refused to hear, and the board 


adjourned with his speech unfinished, 

Through a request for permission to sell 
books for instruction of the blind to schools 
of New York and Philadelphia before the 
committee was routed by Dr. Vinton, it de- 
veloped that the making of these books has 
grown to be an important industry at the 
Normal school. Permission was.granted to 
supply the books at cost, it being contrary 
to law to sell them for a profit.

He is unmarried, has a younger brother, Duke 
Francis, and an aged uncle, his father’s elder brother, 
Duke Louis, who was compelled to resign his chieftain- 
ship of the linc owing to his morganatic marriages to 
actresses, first in 1869 to Henrietta Mendel, created 
Baroness Wallersee, and in 1892 to Antonie Barth, 
created Baroness von Bartolf.

Although England’s parliament has been dissolved 
and is generally supposed to have gone entirely out of 
existence, since en the peers cannot reassemble for 
Igislatlve duty until they have received in due form 
their summons from the crown, yet there is one ele- 
ment thereof that retains life and which remains in 
force. The house of lords is not only à legislative 
body but likewise the highest tribunal of the realm, and 
by the terms of a statute specially enacted in 1876 pro- 
vision was made to enable the sovereign to authorise 
the law members of the house of lords to bear and de- 
termine appeals during the dissolution of parliament, 
and, for that purpose only, to sit in the house of lords 
at such times as might appear expedient.

In fact, the owners of the gambling establishment 
are enabled by the colossal profits which they derive 
from the tables to pay every ocOncelvable expense af 
the principality of Monaco, besides having money 
enough left to pay huge sums in the shape of black- 
mail and hush money to the Parisian and continental 
press and immense dividends to the stockholders, 

The furnishing of the householders of Monaco with 
free lighting and telephoning is something new, how- 
ever, and if matters proceed at the present rate we 
shall have the Cercle des Etrangers paying for the 
clothes of the subjects of Prince Albert, for their board, 
and perhaps even for their yearly trips of pleasure 
abroad. There is, indeed, no knowing where this condi- 
tion of affairs will end.

A. A. MAGNATES GIRD LOINS 


Factional Fight Over Presidency 
Promised Tomorrow. 


DARK HORSE MAY BE NAMED 


Promoter of Cuban Baseball Trip Re- 
turns Sour on Diamond Heroes. 
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BY I. E. SANBORN. 

American association magnates will begin 
gathering today for tomorrow’s annual meet- 
ing at the Annex, and the advance dope 
which floated into town ahead of them indi- 
cates they may have as protracted a session 
as the National league recently enjoyed in 
New York, with the same result: the election 
of a dark harse to the presidency. 

Reliable information has preceded the club 
owners of the minor league to the effect that 
neither President O’Brien nor T. M. Chiving- 
ton of Louisville will be elected at this meet- 
ing, but on whom the toga will fall is not dis- 
closed. The final selection may prove ‘as 
great a surprise as was the choice of Tom 
Lynch by the National league, it is hinted. 

Recent reports credited President O’Brien 
with having the backing of four club owners 
and gave the other four votes to Tom Chivington. 
The latest dope, however, is that O'Brien can count 
with assurance only on Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
and St. Paul, while three votes certain to be cast for 
Chivington are those of Louisville, Kansas City, 
and Indianapolis, leaving the balance of power 
with Columbus and Toledo, which clube are said to 
be in favor of neither candidate, but may swing 
into the Chivington column, 

The present situation is believed to be a result of 
the breaking up of the old Tebeau-Havenor faction, 
which pulled together for so many years, but whose 
leading spirits now are backing different candidates 
for the presidency. 

The present incumbent took up the reine when the 
American association was one of the toughest prop- 
ositions in the country. So badly was it torn by 
factional scraps that it was impossible one spring 
to agree on so simple a proposition as the adoption 
of an official ball for ite games. O'Brien succeeded 
in smoothing out all those wrinkles, on the surface 
at least, and it was plain sailing until the plan to 
invide Chicago was evolved. That produced an- 
other difference of opinion and a new alignment of 
club owners in the end. 


Invasion Talk Stified? 


The association or several of its members bought 
property on the north side at Clark and Addison 
streets suitable for a baseball park, but there the 
invasion stopped, and at present the belief ig that 
the minors will remain content with existing con- 
ditions as long as their present prosperity lasts. 

The length of its playing schedule is another ques- 
tion about which the club owners are in doubt. 
Some of them are in favor of continuing the 168 
game scheme which was tried out last season and 
others favor returning to the 154 game arrange- 
ment with fewer double headers. 

The national commission, all club owners, man- 
agers, umpires, and, in fact, every one who has 
anything to do with handling professional baseball 
stars has gained one sincere admirer and sympa- 
thizer this winter in A. M. McAllister, who reached 
Chicago yesterday after a stormy trip to Cuba in 
charge of the all-star baseball team which blew 
the island just before Christmas. Never again 
for McAllister! He would prefer to chaperon a 
score of hungry wildcats on a dash to the north 
pole, according to his present ideas. 

Mr. McAllister, who business managed the recent 
trip, remained in Cuba after his players deserted 
him trying to square matters with the Cuban pro- 
moters. and, according to his tale, it will be well 
for any American ball player who visits the island 
in the near future to travel heavily disguisec. This 
last experience with the McAllister team on top of 
the fact the Cuban guards had to be called out to 
keep the Detroit tourists from forfeiting a game 
because an umpire let a batsman go to first base 
on a balk has given United States sportsmanship 
a large black eye in the Antilles. 


Blames Mary Jane’s Pa. 


He blames all his troubles on Artie Hofman, or 
on Mrs. Artie and Mary Jane. But for a letter 
which Artie received from home just before Christ- 
mas, picturing the loneliness of Mary Jane's first 
annual visit from Santa Claus with Mary Jane’s 
pa several hundred leagues away, all would have 
been well, according to McAllister, and each of 
the players would have received another .$1,000. 
In this he bears out the statements of the players 
who in a fraternal spirit refrained from toasting 
Artie as severely as did the ex-businees manager 
of the tour. 

Hoffman wouldn't stay another minute,“ said 
McAllister, in spite of all the players and I 
said tohim. He was the only man we had to play 
third base, and without him we could not live up 
to our promises. The rest of the men were pretty 
sore, particularly the unmarried ones. The mar- 
ried men had more sympathy with Hofman’s feel- 
ings.

Black Good at Biocking, but No De- 
fense Will Beat Jeff.“ 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

Jack Johnson, champion heavyweight of 
the world, whose color has drawn James J. 
Corbett to the cause of Jeffries as chief ad- 
viser and second, has just three really ef- 
fective blows, all with the right hand, which 
the bollermaker must guard against in the 
battle of July 4 next. Such is the opinion of 
Corbett, who will give Jeff practice in guard- 
ing againet these blows at their training 
camp. 

The blows in question are a short uppercut 
to the lower side of the jaw, a short arm jolt 
to the side of the jaw after a breakaway. 
and a hook to the jaw over an adversary's 
guard, which may partake of the nature of 
a counter, 

“Gentleman Jim” has a poor opinion of 
the black champion's left hand, and a slight- 
ly less exaggerated disrespect for his foot 
work: But, with all these supposed weak- 
neeses enumerated, Corbett says Johnson is 
one of the best blockers and defensive fight- 
ers in the business. “FE... no defensive 
fighter will ever beat Jeffries, adds the 
former champion. 


Johnson Hard Man to Hit. 


“If Jack Johnson is a game fellow he 
should give Jeff a great battle.“ said Cor- 
bett yesterday. He’s a hard man to hit, and 
one of the best in the game at defense. If he ts 
not game, Jeff should win in a few rounds. Every 
one knows Jeff its game. He showed it time and 
again when in active ring work by taking all that 
was coming his way and fully ending the fight 
by landing one of his powerful blows. 

think Johnson's defense is far superior to his 
offense. His feinting is poor, and he seldom forces 
a clever opponent to lead. His footwork is not that 
of the finished boxer. ‘We seldom tries a shift or 
sidestep, at least the moving pictures do not show 
that he does. He moves forward and back with his 
feet. That was Peter Jackson's fault, too, and I 
think my ability to hold him to a sixty-one round 
draw when I was a youngster at the game was 
due mostly to my superior footwork. 

Furthermore, I do not think a one hand fighter 
can beat Jeffries in the condition he should reach 
after the three finish fights which he and I plan as 
part, of his training work. Johnson's best@blows, 
the short uppercut and the jolt to the jaw after a 
breakaway ere better adapted to shorter men like 
Ketchel or Burns. Jeff's crowch, with chin close 
to body usually kept his jaw well protected. The 
former blow might work against a man whose 
left guard was uncertain, but Jeffries has a good 
left and will be looking for the blow. 


Old Trick in Boxing Game, 


The short hook to the jaw after a bresbawas is 
an old trick in the boxing game with which I was 
famillar when an amateur. As' the men break 
your opponent's right is pushed away quickly with 
the left, while your own right is shot across while 
the body is well poised after 4 push and a quick 
ro ery to position. 

The blow over the exteu.ded guard might come 
at any time, particularly after an unsuccessful 
feint by an opponent, if one is quicker than his 
adversary. It is, of course, an effective blow when 
landed, but Jeff's fighting attitude is less suscep- 
tible to this blow than are many others. 

1 don't want the public to think I am under- 
estimating the black fellow. It’s because I don’t 
underestimate him that I want to give Jeff any aid 
within my power. Even if I thought his chances 
were poor I would try to help him just the same for 
the honor of the white race. 
the physical condition he expectse—and he person 
ally has no doubts on that score—there can be only 
one result.“

Postal Banks Might Help. 


. Ancther reason Mr. Aldrich and his finan- 
dial advisers have for opposing Secretary 
MacVeagh’s recommendation is that in all 
probability a postal savings bank law will 
be enacted by the present congress. If postal 
savings banks are established, a new and 
heavy buyer of government bonds for pur- 
poses of security will be created. All over 
the country banks that are depositories for 
postal savings will be required to give secur- 
ty, and part of this security undoubtedly 
will be government bonds.

U. S. HEEDS LABOR’S REQUEST 
TO AID MAN JAILED IN MEXICO. 


Calls on Ambassador Thompson to In- 
vestigate Case of James A. Cook, 
Charged with Robbing Trains. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Acting on the 
requests of labor unions, thestate department 
has called upon Ambassador Thompson to in- 
vestigate the matter of the imprisonment of 
Conductor James A, Cook, an American, who 
was arrested for alleged complicity in the rob- 
bery of freight trains on a Mexican railroad. 

The text of the note addressed to Ambassa- 
dor Thompson is not made public, although 
what purports to be a copy was published to- 
day. . : 

Cook, it is said, was a member of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmen before he went 
to Mexico to work. This organization is 
closely allied with other railway labor bodies. 
Powerful pressutfe has been brought to bear, 
not only upon the White house and the state 
department but also upon congress. 

Cook was arrested last August and has been 
in prison since, all attempts to obtain his re- 
lease on bali having failed. 


FOOTBALL INJURY IS FATAL. 


Pittsburg Player Fails to Recover from 
Operation Caused by Accident 
on Gridiron. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 27.—{Special.]—Charles 
Rice, aged 21, a football player, died at the 
West Pennsylvania hospital today from in- 
juries received in a game last fall. 

Rice was a member of the Huntington Ath- 
letic club team, and while playing against 
the Walker A: C. on Thanksgiving day was 
injured on the head. 

He played in two other games, but on Dec, 
7 was operated on for an abscess in the brain. 
He failed to recover.

New York, Dec. 27.—Dr. Wiliam Graham 
Sumner, professor of social and political 
science at Yale university, became uncon- 
scious at the Murray Hill hotel today from 
a rupture of one of the small blood vessels 
in the brain.

Many Corporations Complain. 

A good many members of congress have 
been receiving extremely soulful complaints 
from corporations concerning the rigors of 
the law. They object principally to the 
publicity feature a to the provisions re- 
quiring an inventory on Dec. 31, as most 
concerns make their inventories at other 
periods, 

The Iunois Manufacturers’ association, 
which registered its objections with the presi- 
dent, but to no avail, has been particularly 
active in bombarding the Illinois congress- 
men with demands for, amendment of the 
law so as to soften its requirements. In a 
letter received by Congressman Mann a Chi- 
eago concern that enjoys practically a mo- 
nopoly ip its line of manufacture pleads 
eloguently for the protection of its small and 
weaker rivals. 

We feel,’’ writes the big concern, that 
the publicity required is unfair and entirely 
unnecessary, certainly as to the larger num- 
ber of corporations, which are unimportant‘ 
in character and not engaged in buginess 
transactions of a magnitude to excite any 
real public interest. We feel confident that 
such publicity will work to the advantage 
of the greater and more powerful corpora- 
tions only, who will be enabled to secure in- 
formation as to the efforts and success of 
their weaker competitors, and turn this in-* 
formation to advantage. 


May Pay Too Much in Taxes! © 

„ Certalnly the result will be, if this pub- 
licity is insisted upon, that the relatively 
unprofitable corporations, in order to avoid 
a disclosure to their competitors of their 
weakness, will feel pressed to represent 
their business as producing more income 
than it is producing, and pay taxes upon 
the greater amount. This, of course, „Will 
work to the advantage of the government in 
the way of increasing the amount of taxes 
collected, but will tend to place the burden 
unfairly.” 

Another Chicago corporation writes: 

Tou will confer a favor on us and other 
corporations in your district by working 
for an extension of time in which to file 
schedules and an elimination of the pub- 
licity provision, which is a great hardship 
on competing corporations.” 

Congressman Mann, like a good many of 
his associates, is opposed to any amendment 
of the law. ‘These congressmen take the 
view that the objections merely are excuses 
put forward to conceal the real reason that 
the corporations hate to part with the money 
represented by the tax.
